shows that there were thirty-n'f • case* 
of smallpox in thn city and fifteen in tho 
county outside of Fort Wayne during 
February.

number of the leading surgeons of Den- 
ver gather at the county hospital to 
watch the remarkable spectacle of a 
man C3 years old literally being born 
into the "world.

words.

TISSUE KEPT 
ALIVE 


New York, March 0.—T. B. Robertson 


and i.-r. T. C. Burnett of tho University 
of California laboratory make, it known 
in the Journal of Kxperimcntul Medi- 
cine, published under the auspices of 
tho Rockefeller institute, that they have 
found chemical substances tfyat will ac- 
celerate or retard the growth of can- 
cerous tumors. 


On« of the chemical substances cx- 


perimcntd with 
was 
lecithin, which, 


they say, not only retards the spread- 
ing of the cancer tumont to other parts 
of the body, but in some instances re- 
tards the growth of the original can- 
cer tumor. On the contrary, cholesterin, 
when likewise injected directly into the 
cancer tumor, 
causes 
them to grow 


more quickly and spread. 


This method of partial "control" of 


cancer having been established, it re- 
mains for further experiments to decide 
if lecithin can be so used «s to check al- 
together the cancer growth. 


Lecithin 
and 
cholesterin are 
both 


found in the human body. Lecithin is 
described chemically as a colorless, gum- 
my, phosphorizcd fat, contained in the 
cell material of animal and vegetable 
bodies . The California 
experimenters 


extracted their lecithin from the yolks 
of eggs. 
Cholesterin is a crystalline 


compound contained in bile, gall stones, 
nerve tissue, blood, egg yolka, etc. 


\Vhite rats were used in the Califor- 


nia experiments. 


The experiments of l)r. A. Carrel of 


the. Rockefeller 
institute, 
in keeping 


alive the tissues and organs removed 
from animals, have been continued, and 
it is now announced 
that one of the 


original tissues, cut from the heart of 
an embryo chick on .Inn. 17, 1912, is 
still alive, and growing. 


On Oct. 23 last the tissue was cut in 


twp, 
and those portions have been cul- 


tivated and subdivided until there ore 
at present thirty live cultures from the 
original bit of the pulsating heart of 
an unborn chick. Each one of the thirty 
cultures has its own independent life 
and pulsates with the actual life and 
force of the. heart from which it was 
transplanted.

IN PORT AFTER PERILOUS TRIP. 


British Steamer, Disabled, is Sixty 


Days Crossing Atlantic. 


Philadelphia, Pa.? March 6.—With her 


decks smashed, life boats stove, in and 
a portion of her machinery disabled, the 
British steamer Ethylc, which sailed for 
Philadelphia from Narvik, Norway, on 
January 3, reached this port yesterday. 
Sixty days were consumed in the, trip 
across the 
ocean, one 
which usually 


takes less than twenty days. "For the 
greater portion of 
the 
way we just 


drifted along," said Captain Davis. ''The 
steamer's piopellers were useless on ac- 
count of the terrific storms which raged. 
Twice we were compelled to abandon 
our course and run for ports to replen- 
ish a depleted coal supply. During most 
of the voyage it was necessary to pour 
oil on the seas." Aecordinig to Captain 
Davis the voyage was the worst 1m ever 
made. On January IS the vessel put in- 
to ftornaway, England, 
for coal and 


when within six hundred miles of Hali- 
fax, on February 1. she was compelled 
to turn and steam back to Fayiil, in 
the. Azores, from which port she sailed 
on February 12.

SEVENTY-ONE TOTAL DEAD. 


Death List in German Naval Accident 


Goes Higher. 


Berlin, March 0.—Tho total number 


of killed as the result of the ramming 
of torpedo boat, destroyer "S-178" by the 
Yorck, olT Heligoland, was given offi- 
cially today as seventy-one, including 
two oflicers and sixty-nine men. It is 
stated by the admiralty thnt most of 
these did not die l>y drowning, but wen- 
frozen to death while, clinging to loose 
spars after their vessel hand sunk. The 
official account of the disaster states 
thnt "the destroyer while crossing the 
bow of the Vorck became unmanageable 
owing to the terrific sons and wns cut in 
two" liy the bigger vessel, which was 
going at full speed. The storm made the 
rescue of the men almost impossible and 
many of thn corpses were not picked up 
until this morning.

The Problem.
